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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of 
claim 2 have been fully considered but are not persuasive. The examiner disagrees with applicant's statement that the teachings of Negoro 
can not be combined with those of Suski to teach or suggest the present invention as recited by claim 2. Negoro teaches all of the claimed 
elements except for the use of a thermoelectric generator thermally coupled to a fuser assembly (waste heat source) to convert heat from 
the fuser assembly to an electrical energy and supply such electrical energy to the motor to separate the pair of platen rollers. Suski 
teaches the use of a thermoelectric generator coupled to a heatsink 60(waste heat source) to convert waste heat generated by the heatsink 
to electrical energy to operate a cooling fan 70 to cool the heat-generating component so as to reduce power consumption and improve 
effiiciency. One of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized from the teaching of Suski that using a thermoelectric generator coupled 
to the heat source to convert the waste heat into usable electrical energy would reduce energy cost of running the device and improve 
efficiency. It would have been obvious to one of ordainry skill in the art to use the known technique of converting waste heat via a 
thermoelectric generator on a fuser assembly to drive a motor for separating the platen rollers to achieve the predictable result of reduced 
energy cost and Improved efficiency.
